Two Salvations— Two Pentecosts. 
A more careful study of the Bible 
is revealing to God’s people all over 
the world the fact that He has for 
mankind two distinct, salvations—one 
for the Church and the ether for the 
world—’and each of these salvations 
is introduced by a Pentecostal bless­ 
ing. 
That the Church is merely a 
flrst-fruii 
unto God of His creatures 
is d is tin c t/ stated by St. Ja 
> 
(i, 
18), and this 
certainly implb 
»aat 
there will be 
after-fruits—th* world 
in general. 
Note the Ape

The 
Church is the elect “first-fruits,” or 
as St. Paul declares, “The Church of 
the First-born, whose names are writ­ 
ten in heaven.” 
Through this elect 
Church eventually tho 
blessing

God is to be extended to all the will­ 
ing and obedient of the non-elect. 
This does not mean that all man­ 
kind will attain salvation, everlasting 
life, but it do^»s mean that to dll will 
come the opp irtunity for escape from 
the curse of sin and death which 


The change of nature from earthly 


to heavenly, from the human to the I 
divine, is a part of the superior bless- j 
ing provided by the I^ord for th o se 1 
who now* walk by faith in the foot­ 
steps of the Redeemer. 
The bless­ 
ings to the world, on the other hand, 
will not include a change of nature, 
hut a restitution or restoration of the 
willing and obedient to human per­ 
fection, such as Adam enjoyed before 
he sinned, before he came under the 
curse. 
Restitution, therefore, is syn­

Our Pentecost—and the World’s.

‘ God so loved the world that He gave 
Hib Only Begotten Son, that whoso­ 
ever believed in Him should not per­ 
ish, but have everlasting life.” 
But 
before making known the riches of 
His grace to the w’orld, God has been 
pleased to foreordain the election ot 
the church, to be joint-heirs with Je­ 
sus in the gl .rious work of blessing 
earth’s teeming millions. 
Notice How* the Text Reads: 
“It shall come to pass, saith the 
Lord, at the end of those days, that 
I will pour out My Spirit upon all 
flesh, * * * and In those days I will 
pour out My Spirit upon My servants 
and upon My handmaidens.’’—Joel ii, 
28, 29; Acts ii, 17. 
St. Peter, in quoting the prophecy, 
properly applied 
only 
the 
portion 
which was due in his day, namely, 
that 
portion 
applicable to the ser­ 
vants and handmaidens of the Lord 
—the Church class. 
He left without 
comment the major portion of the 
promise, which relates to the world, 
and which cannot have fulfilment un­ 
til the elect church shall have been 
completed and glorified. The tw’o fea­ 
tures of the prophecy are distinctly 
marked, th? one blessing to be upon 
Clod’s 
servants 
and 
handmaidens 
only, the other to be upon all flesh. 
The one was to be “in those days,” 
the other, “after those days.” 
How strange that this was previ­ 
ously overlooked, you say? 
*Ve re­ 
ply, It is not more strange than that 
the Jews and the Apostles themselves 
overlooked many statem ents of pro­ 
phecy which indicated the ending of 
Jewish favor and the beginning of a 
glorious opportunity of joint-heirship 
with Christ lo the Gentiles.

let us not be misunderstood;

to enter into the enjoyment of the 
Jubilee blessings. But those desiring
